What the Farmer Needs 


For fifteen long weary years the farmers of Western 
Canada have been facing a hopeless outlook—high and 
unpayable mortgage interest rates and a price for farm 
products below the cost of production. The result has been 
a mountain of accumulated debt. 


Similar conditions existed in the United States, al- 
though to a much less extent, when President Roosevelt, 
in 1933, met the situation by making money cheap and 
loans available in all the 48 states at the maximum interest 
rate of 5%. Loans to farmers wishing to buy farm land 
were made available at long terms at only 3% interest.

To get the 6,000,000 American farmers on their feet 
was one thing and to put them on an equal footing with 
all other industries was another problem. This was met by 
Parity Prices—in other words, farmers were guaranteed 
a profit 


Farmers in the United States, for ten years now, have 
enjoyed the greatest prosperity in history. New Zealand, 
too, has had a similar policy for many years 


Canada, on the other hand, has had no farm policy at 


all, due to ministers of finance at Ottawa clinging to an 
antiquated, outmoded, so-called ‘‘sound money” policy. 


The voters rejected, by an overwhelming vote in 1935 and 
1940, such a disastrous policy. 


The Liberal Government of Prime Minister Mackenzie | 


King started off well by making The Bank of Canada a 
publicly owned institution to issue currency and create 
credit in terms of public need. 


Mr. King laid down an enlightened policy.

They fail however to explain and, 
indeed, aggravate by contrast, the callous disregard for 
Canada’s most vital war industry—th> prairie farmer. | 


The governments of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have the constitutional power to prevent this cruel | 
anti-social stand by Mr. Ilsley. They can clamp down a rigid 
moratorium, stopping the payment of interest and principal 
on all farm mortgage debt and prevent all farm mortgage 
foreclosures, 


This action would bring about an immediate change of 


policy at Ottawa—either Mr. Isley would lose his ruthless 
indifference or his successor would provide just and reason- 


able treatment to our debt-ridden and bankrupt farmers. 
Of this there can be no question. 


Prairie farmers, with the vast majority of Canadians, 
are fighting this war against political tyranny and don’t 
propose to have Mr. Ilsley hamper their war effort by | 
permitting financial] tyranny on the home front.

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A Sensible Rescission 


The’Government ot Alberta has very 
sensibly rescinded the order-in-council 
which purported to remit the provincial 
death duties of $2,746 on the late Premier 
Aberhart's estate of $51,773. This rescis- 
sion, inferentially and we hope actually, 
wipes out the iniquitous precedent estab- 
lished in the original order, 

No one would care to say that the door 
should be closed entirely to compassionate 
action in the matter of succession duties. 
But the exercise of compassion should be 
left to the legislature, as the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people, and not within the 
exclusive power of a minister or even of 
an entire cabinet 

It is true that the legislature meets in- 
frequently. But it would involve no hard- 
ship on the heir to an estate if settlement 
of that estate, so far as succession duties 
are concerned, were held over until the 
legislature did convene. 

The legislative decision in that case 
would have the force of a statute. It would 
involve the creation of no precedent. It 
would be public and above board. And, 
above all, it would involve no provincial 
department in the suspicion of having ex- 
tended unwarranted special privileges.

A Day of Prayer 


September 3rd, the anniversary of the 
outbreak of war, has been proclaimed 
throughout the Empire as a day of prayer 
by His Majesty the King. In deference to 
the proclamation, a special service will be 
held in All Saints’ Cathedral at 8 p.m. on 
that day. 

The insistence of His Majesty on the 
observance of these occasions of public 
petition to the Almighty are more than @ 
mere concession to religious form. He has 
a deep sense of the fitness and efficacy of 
these appeals. His experience has taught 
him that swift and abundant results follow 

‘the prayerful devotion of a nation. 

A bitter and cynical letter (which will 
not be printed) was received in this office 
the other day and commented upon what 
the writer believed to be the inconsistency 
of praying for peace one day and then 
devising means to kill fellow human beings 
the next. This point of view is fairly com- 
mon and represents ar entire misconcep- 
tion of the purpose and meaning of prayer. 

On September 3rd, and at other times, 
petitions will not be offered up for divine 
assistance to one side or the other. The 
purpose of a national day of prayer is not 
to sway the favor of the Almighty to the 
Allied position. What will be asked is that 
justice will prevail, and that those elements 
in civilization which have a Christian basis 
may not be destroyed by a pagan and bar- 
barous enemy. 

It has been argued that petitions of this 
nature are absurd because God will natur- 
ally protect the institutions of His own 
creation. 

The effect of prayer is not so much in 
the specific petition as in the act itself. 
Prayer has value because it is a vountary 

submission of the human will to God, be- 
cause it sets up a spiritual alliance with 
God. 

The efficacy of prayer lies in the fact 
that by the act of devotion, the, individual 
makes himself the willing instrument of 
God in the accomplishment of those things 
for which he petitions 

A national day of prayer is logical, 
spiritually stimulating and most definitely 
effective.

Sumner Welles 
Because Hull Jealous, 
Is View 

By DREW PEARSON } 

WASHINGTON—T he President 
has just made a major decision, | 
similar to the Wallace-Jones show- | 
down, by which he is ousting one 
of his most Joyal supporters. This 
time it is Under-Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles. 

For exactly ten years Welles has | 
been the Presi- 
dent's chief advis 
er and adminis- 
trator on the dip- 
lomatic front. He 
initiated Roos- 
velt's highly suc- 
cessful Good 
policy, 
took the rap on 
a lot of things he 
didn't initiate, 
and, like Henry 
Wallace, never vn 
made a move Drew Pearson | 
without knowing the President thor- 
oughly approved. 

But like Wallace, Welles is now 


Retired | it over. When he got back he cast| 


his choice with the conservative 
wing of the party. He accepted 
Welles’ resignation. 

To get the full significance of this 
decision, it is necessary to go back 
and understand the relationship be- 
tween Welles and Hull. 

Actually, no two men appeared 
to be more ideally suited for diplo- 
matic teamwork. Hull, now over 
seventy, not in good health, away 
from the State Department six 
months last year, needed a young, 
‘vigorous undersecretary. He has 
always stated that he was not an 
administrator, did not want to be 
tied down with details, wanted to 
devote his time to trade treaties 
and major policy 


Mrs. Hull’s Role 


But the two men got pulled apart, | 


partly by the President himself, 
partly by Mrs. Hull, partly by the 
sycophantic career diplomats who 
played up to Hull's pride and pour- 
ed in poison against Welles. 

The President, a very busy man, 
found it difficult to listen to Secre- 
tary Hull's rambling, indecisive 
diplomatic presentations; so got in

Hitler Will Fail—But When? 


Do we want the war to end soon? The issue les 
largely in our own hands, in our attitude towards 
Jesus Christ and Hie Gospel 


AM GLAD that I am not a German national today. From what 

1 know of the Bible, 1 could have no hope of the blessing of God 

upon my country in this war. | should have no assurance of final 
victory for the Axis. From God's Book IT am convinced that God 
is against Hitlerism, and therefore it must finally fail. I predict 
nothing as to the course and issue of the war. I am not even saying 
that we shall win this war, though | fully expect we shall at last. But 
even if we failed to win, I should still be certain of the final destruc- 
tion of Hitlerism, Whether Hitler dies vanquished or victor, whether 
the Axis wins or not, the Nazi movement must some day fail, because 
it does not merely fight against men, it fights against God, 


Hitlerism must fail because it has lifted its hand against the Jew 
Anyone with a knowledge of the Bible and history knows that ill for- 
tune dogs the steps of those who persecute the Jew, The first great 
anti-Semite was Pharaoh. His story does not hold much encourage- 
ment for the Nazis. “And Pharaoh said, Behold the children of Israel 
are more and mightier than we therefore did they set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them... But the more they afflicted them, 
the more they multiplied and grew” (Exod. 1:9, 11, 12) 

Humanly speaking, it seemed a wise bil of worldly policy. People 
have been utterly crushed by rigorous oppression. But Pharaoh 
reckoned without God. Vainly he imagined he could prevent the 
increase of a people of whom God had said, They shall be “as the 
stars of the heaven, and as the sand which is upon the seashore” 
(Gen, 22:17), Nay, more, God had said of Israel, “1 will curse him that 
curseth thee.” And God keeps His word 


WORD HOLDS GOOD ; 


God's word still holds good of His ancient people “I will bless 
them that bless thee, and curse him that curseth thee” (Gen, 12:3) 
God has unfulfilled purposes for the Jews for which they are reserved 


Not only Old Testament history, but the Christian era bears out 
the fact that God blesses those who bless His ancient people, and His 
curse is on those who curse them. Since the days of Cromwell, Britain 
has treated the Jew kindly, Britain and America have been a refuge 
for this people. Certainly both nations have been wonderfully blessed 
of God. In contrast, Spain slew thousands of Jews in the days of the 
Inquisition, and confiscated the property of thousands more. Horrible 
atrocities were committed against the Jew, Spain has been a fourth- 
rate nation ever since. I do not say her persecution of the Jew is the 


only reason, but it may well be one reason, Let Hitler and Germany 
take note of that 


God's word held true for Pharaoh; the divine curse was upon him 
God's word held true for Spain. God's word holds true for the Nazis 
The curse of God is upon all who curse and attack the Jew 


Again, Hitlerism must fail because it has lifted up its hand 
against the Church. Here is what a Nazi party leader said in summing 
up the Nazi attitude toward Christianity: “Our National Socialist 
world-picture stands far above the teachings of Christianity, We 
should not have need of Christianity. It must never be possible for 
the churches to have any influence in the leadership of the people 
If our youth learns nothing more of Christianity, it will disappear.” 


What has already happened in Germany is proof of the fact that 
the Church would suffer an eclipse if Nazism were completely in 
control. In that land today faithful Christian preachers are muzzled 
A Breat division has taken place in the Church. The Confessional 
Church holds true to Jesus Christ. The other section yields to Nazi 
pressure and modifies Christianity to fit into Nazi state control, Noble 
Christian leaders languish in concentration camps. Hitler has lifted 
up his hand against the Church. But of His Church Christ has said 
that the gates of hell shall not prevail against her. There can be no 
ultimate triumph for any who set themselves against the Church of 
Jesus Christ. Such may hold power for a while. They may cause 
Christians to suffer greatly, and may gravely set back the cause of 
Christ, but they cannot win in the end. 


Then, Hitlerism must fail because it has lifted its hand against 
God and His Son. Hitlerism attacks the Church and attacks the Jew, 
because it is against the God of the Bible and the Christ of the Bible. 
Hitlerism says that-Jesus Christ is a “figment of the Jewich imagina- 
tion.” Hitlerism is out to repaganize Germany. The old pagan gods 
are being played up as the proper objects of German worship. It is 
down with Christ and up with Thor. and Woden. But wha‘ of those 
who lift up their hand against God and His Son? What of the rulers 
who take counsel together against the Lord and against His Anointed? 
Christ shall “break them with a rod of iron dash them in pieces 
like a potter's vessel” (Ps, 2:9). The last verse of the psalm shows 
oe such as refuse homage to Christ shall “perish from the way” 
at last. 


UTTER FOLLY 


It is utter folly for any feeble mortal to contend with the Almighty 
Pharaoh and Hitler have been guilty of that folly. Therefore Hitler 
must go the way of Pharaoh. His cause is doomed because God lives 
and reigns, and man cannot win a war against God. God will have 
the final victory 

But when? We have seen three Bible-based reasons for the cer- 
tainty of the doom of Hitlerism. But does that mean that our victory 
in this war is thereby made certain? Not necessarily. It may make it 
highly probable, but not entirely certain. Why has God permitted the 
rise and triumph of the Axis powers till now? For purposes best 
known to Himself, and we may not presume to know all about them, 
but in the light of history and the Bible, we may suggest some reasons 


God did not immediately crush Pharaoh. His failure came only 
after long years, even decades. God permitted for a time Pharaoh's 
oppression of Israel. Why? Possibly as retribution for Israel's sins 
and as a corrective thereof. The Hebrews in Egypt fell into many evil 
Egyptian customs. They failed to keep the pure knowledge of the 
God of their fathers. For this they may have been permitted to feel 
the-oppressor'’s rod. To the godly Israelites the oppression would have 
been a test and trial! of their faith, Above all, the Egyptian bondage 
was needed to prepare for what lay before, to wean them from Egypt, 
make Canaan desirable, and make them willing to leave Egypt for the 
land of promise. It was needed, too, to break down their self-trust 
and cause them to cry unto God 

May not God be permitting Hitler to run amuck as a scourge to 
the nations for their sins? May it not be that God seeks to check the 
nations in their heafiong ungodliness, and so has let the war loose 
upon us? May it not be to turn people from their sins and seif-trust to 
obey and trust Him, that God has permitted the anti-God forces a tem- 
porary triumph? Do we not need to be weaned from our love of this 
world, and made to set out affections on things above? May not the 
scourge of Hitlerism be allowed to effect this? 

How far must God go in all this, however? How severely must He 
dea! with us? When will He overthrow the forces that we fight? Sure- 
ly we cannot expect His help till we rid ourselves of our anti-God and 
anti-Christ spirit and conduct. To what extent are the people of the 
United Nations humbling themselves before God, seeking His face, 
and turning from their wicked ways? Is not godliness rampant among 
the majority still, with God's day desecrated, His Word neglected His 
commandments flouted” Where is the political leader who has ven- 
tured to call the nations to genuine repentance and true humbling of 
heart? 


ISSUES PRAYER 


About 70 years ago, in the Crimean War, Great Britain issued a 
call to her people to humiliation, prayer, and fasting. Soon after, vic- 
tory came and peace. Some 45 years ago, during the Boer War, again 
Britain called her people to seek God, this time the call being to hu- 
miliation and prayer. Fasting dropped out. Today when such calls 
go forth, humiliation also drops out, and prayer alone is urged. 

What is the significance of this? It is “eloquent of a gradua! slack- 
ening in the national hold upon God.” It speaks of our gradual relax- 
ing into that “ease in Zion” that is the curse of modern Christianity. 
It may take greater shocks and severer trials than any we have had 
yet to bring us back to God. Hitlerism will perish, for God is against 
it, but when? 

Let Isaiah answer us: “Behold, the Lord's hand is not shortened, 
that it cannot save; neither his ear heavy, that it cannot hear; but your 
iniquities have separated between you and your God, and your sins 
have hid his face from you, that he will not hear” (Isa. 59:1, 2). 

If we and our fellow citizens heed God's call through His present 
severities, He will in wrath remember mercy. He may taen call a halt 
to the progress of our foes, as perhaps in mercy He has already done. 
He will give true victory and peace. 

It is encouraging to know that some measure of response is taking 
place in men's hearts to the severity of God's present permissive will. 
Some are being turned to Him by the present woes, who might never 
have been reached in prosperity. 

How far are men going to drive God to go in severity before they 
acknowledge Him and return to Him? The answer to that question is 
bound up with the answer to the question, “When will Hitlerism fail?” 
We have no right to expect God to help us overthrow our foes Ull we 
do battle with our sins. 

Do we want this war to end soon? Do we want our gallant lads 
home again? Do we want victory rather than domination by the Nazis 
and the Japs? The issue lies largely in our own hands, in our attitude 
to Jesus Christ and His gospel. God help each one of us to say, “As 
for me, 1 will get right with God. I accept Christ as my Saviour, and 


by God's help I will live to the glory of God.” Let that be done by 
men and women in the democracies, and the day of the Axis defeat 
will be speeded “Lf God be for us, who cap be against us?”

A few days later, while returning 
from the morning's work at the 
foreign commirsariat to the Hotel 
Metropole for lunch, I remembered 
the telegram.

DOCUMENT IS HERE 

“The document that you are wait- 
ing for is here.” 

“What document?” IT was tempted 
to say, but by then T knew 
Palgunov reached over to his desk.

Across the bottom of it, in 
violet ink, was the clear, bold, un- 
mistakable signature, J. Stalin 
With it he handed me an authorized 
English translation of the letter. It

Dear Mr. Cassidy,— 

Owing to pressure of work and 
consequent inability to grant you 
an interview, I shall confine my- 
self to a brief written answer to 
your questions 

1. “What place does the possi- 
bility of a second front occupy in 
Soviet estimates of the current 
situation?” 

Answer. A very important, one 
might say, a prime place 

2. “To what extent is Allied aid 
to the Sovieg Union proving effec- 
tive and what could be done to 
amplify and improve this aid?” 

Answer. As compared with the 
aid which the Soviet Union is 
giving to the Allies by drawing 
upon itself the main forces of the 
German Fascist armies, the aid of 
the Allies to the Soviet Union has 
so far been little effective. In 
order to amplify and improve this 
aid, only one thing is required: 
the full and prompt fulfillment by 
the Allies of their obligations. 

3. “What remains the Soviet 
capacity for resistance?” 

Answer: It think that the Soviet 
capacity for resisting the German 


brigands is in strength not less, | 


if not greater, than the capacity of 

Fascist Germany or of any other 

aggressive power to secure for its 

world domination.

The original letter in Russian was 
on paper so plain that it was start- 
ling. It was pure white, with no 
watermark, no heading, nothing to 
indicate its origin except the signa- 
ture. It started out bluntly, not 
“Dear Mr. Cassidy,” as the transla- 
tion put it, but “Gospodin Cassidy”! 
or “Mister Cassidy”! The text was 
typed in Russian characters, It was 
an unusual document. 

GREAT PLEASURE 

All this I took in, while Palgunov 
stared at me and probably wonder- 
ed how it had happened. I did not 
tell him 

“This is very nice,” I said: “this 
gives me great pleasure,” which was 
a masterpiece of understatement. 


We shook hands and I left hur-

| Relief bottles substitute for a 
| nursing 


| Complementary bottles are val- 
uable when the mother discovers, 
as so many do, that she cannot 
provide all the nourishment for 
her baby. This may be. true the 
| first few weeks of nursing, it may 
| not show up until the later 
months. She can determine this 
accurately only by keeping a 
weekly account of the weight 
changes. She may well be able 
to interpret a baby’s cries by not- 
| ing the sagging line of his weight. 

The advantages of continuing to 
nurse the baby are evident enough, 
The baby must be kept well nour. 
ished, but if there is any breast 
milk at all, it would be a shame to 
deny it to him. By means of this 
additional cow's milk by bottle, the 
mother may be able to nurse the 
baby the full nine months, 


The late afternoon feedings are 
most often the ones at which baby 
voices his discontent. When com. 
plementary bottles are introduced 
they may well be at the 2 p.m. and 
6 p.m. feedings. The bottles are 
offered immediately after the nurs- 
ings and not half-way between 
them. 

Preparation of the complemen- 
tary*formula follows the same lines 
as the preparation of a whole day's 
| bottle feedings. The milk is boiled 
(unless a processed milk is used), 
the water is boiled, the bottles and 
| nipples are boiled. Sugar is added 
to the boiled water and that in turn 
is added to the milk. The whole is 
bottled and cooled and kept cold 
until served 

If the baby gets only one com- 
plementary bottle, then the formula 
will be one-fourth of the 24-hour 
one. Two bottles will be one-half, 
| three bottles, three-fourths. If this 
\is baby's first taste of milk, the 
formula may be slightly weakened 
until his reaction to it is noted 

While definite amounts are pre- 
pared the baby’s own appetite will 
dictate how much he will accent, 
| If his nursing is a scanty one he 
may drain the full amount, at other 
times he may leave some. He 
knows how much he needs to give 
him satisfaction 


These supplementary feedings 
| may well be used to tide the mother 
over that early nursing period when 
her breast supply is being stibilized, 
Bottle feedings, to satisfy the baby's 
hunger, may later be abandoned if 
the breasts function so as to provide 
' complete nourishment
